To  The  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 
County  Borough  of  West  Hartlepool. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  West  Hartlepool. 

From  a  statistical  point  of  view  the  year  under  review  has  been, 
generally  speaking,  a  fortunate  one.  The  death  rate  has  dropped  con¬ 
siderably,  the  birth  rate  remains  much  the  same  as  last  year,  the  infantile 
mortality  has  decreased,  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  though 
varying  slightly  from  year  to  year,  has  not  shown  much  of  serious  import, 
beyond  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  in* the  early  part  of  the  year  and  the 
continued  presence  of  typhoid  fever  in  our  midst. 

The  year  1930  showed  no  return  of  prosperity  in  the  borough,  indeed 
things  have  gone  from  bad  to  wrorse,  and  under  the  present  financial 
circumstances  it  has  been  difficult  to  undertake  any  new  ventures  in 
public  health.  Economy  has  been  the  watch  word  of  the  Council,  but 
every  effort  has  been  made  with  the  limited  means  at  our  disposal  to 
preserve  as  far  as  possible  the  health  interests  of  the  borough. 

I  have  received  every  encouragement  and  a  good  deal  of  useful 
help  from  your  Council,  for  which  I  am  deeply  indebted,  and  I  extend 
thanks  to  my  brother  officials  and  to  my  staff  for  their  willing  co-operation 
during  the  year.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  principal  industries  in  the  town  are  iron  and  steel  works,  ship 
building,  timber  importation,  sawmills  and  paper  making, and  large  numbers 
in  the  town  are  employed  at  Cerebos  Salt  Works,  Greatham,  and  Imperial 
Chemical  Works,  Billingham.  The  trades  followed  do  not  seem  to  have 
any  special  effects  on  the  health  of  the  workers  but  trade  and  employment 
have  been  gradually  getting  worse  and  large  numbers  are  on  Unemploy¬ 
ment  Benefit. 

This,  although  it  may  tide  people  over  short  periods  of  trade 
depression,  when  it  becomes  a  chronic  state  as  at  present,  undoubtedly 
brings  in  its  train  a  reduced  resistance  to  disease,  owing  to  long  periods 
of  leanness  without  that  little  extra  in  the  way  of  food  and  clothes,  which 
can  make  such  a  difference  to  health,  and  in  addition  apathy  and  lack  of 
interest  in  self  and  surroundings  which,  unfortunately,  are  too  frequently 
the  evil  concomitants  of  unemployment. 

These  reduced  circumstances,  coupled  with  the  overcrowding  which 
exists  in  the  town,  have  a  direct  bearing  in  my  opinion  on  the  high  incid¬ 
ence  of  tuberculosis,  and  chest  troubles  which  are  associated  with  this 
town.

2.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  general  nursing  in  the  area  is  undertaken  by  the  District 
Nursing  Association.  The  Health  Staff  work  in  complete  harmony  with 
this  voluntary  association,  and  all  overlapping  is  as  far  as  possible  avoided. 


The  Corporation  contribute  an  annual  subscription  towards  its 
upkeep.  Last  year  £40  was  contributed. 


In  cases  of  infectious  disease,  e.g.,  pneumonias,  measles,  ophthalmia, 
etc.,  a  Health  Visitor  attends  under  the  instructions  of  the  visiting  medical 
practitioner. 


3.  MIDWIVES. 

The  total  number  of  midwives  practising  in  the  area  was  19.  The 
Council  do  not  subsidise  any  midwives,  but  in  certain  necessitous  cases, 
the  Council  pay  the  midwife’s  fee.  For  number  and  names  of  midwives 
on  the  Roll  for  1930,  see  Appendix  13. 


4.  NATIONAL  HEALTH  INSURANCE. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  Council  representative  on  the 
local  Insurance  Committee,  and  we  come  info  touch  with  insurance  cases 
at  the  Venereal  Disease  Clinics  and  Tuberculosis  Clinics.  The  Tuberculosis 
( Are  Committee  works  in  intimate  connection  with  the  National  Health 
Insurance  Committee,  and  the  Council  subscribes  largely  to  their  funds.

6.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  examination  of  sputa  and  diphtheria  swabs  is  done  in  the 
laboratory  at  the  Municipal  Buildings.  Smears  are  examined  for  gono¬ 
cocci,  and  occasionally  cases  of  suspicious  ringworm  are  dealt  with. 

The  arrangements  and  facilities  at  our  disposal  are  limited  in  the 
extreme,  and  to  say  that  they  fall  far  below  modern  standards  is  jesting 
with  a  rather  serious  deficiency. 

However,  there  is  a  proposal  to  move  the  Health  Department  to 
other  premises,  and  a  laboratory  fitted  up  at  the  proposed  Isolation 
Hospital  will  perhaps  be  more  modern  in  standard. 

The  other  pathological  specimens  are  sent  to  Armstrong  College, 
Neweastle-on-Tyne,  and  milk  and  food  samples  for  testing  purposes  are 
sent  to  Mr.  Stock,  Analyst,  Darlington.

( b )  The  following  table  gives  accommodation  available  for  each 
sex,  and  the  institution  where  treatment  under  the  particular  disease  or 
defect  may  be  obtained  : — 
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Arrangements  are  made  for  X-ray,  dental,  ophthalmic,  massage 
and  U.V.R.  cases  at  the  two  voluntary  hospitals,  but  no  X-ray  plant 
is  provided  at  Howbeck  Hospital. 

The  pathological  work  is  done  at  the  Armstrong  College,  Newcastle- 
-on-Tyne. 

The  Voluntary  Hospitals  have  practically  remained  full  throughout 
the  year,  with  a  short  waiting  list  for  less  urgent  cases.  There  has  never 
been  any  great  difficulty  in  obtaining  admission  for  an  acute  case. 

The  Public  Assistance  Hospital  has  maintained  a  good  reputation 
throughout  the  year  and  the  number  of  empty  beds  has  never  been  less 
than  60,  so  that  the  difficulty  of  finding  accommodation,  or  any  delay  in 
admission,  has  never  appeared. 

The  mental  wards  have  been  full  for  most  of  the  year,  as  accommod¬ 
ation  has  been  provided  for  outside  authorities. 

On  the  few  occasions  when  the  voluntary  hospitals  have  been 
over-run  the  cases  were  diverted  to  the  Poor  Law  Hospital,  but  collectively 
speaking  the  hospital  beds  in  the  area  seem  to  be  sufficient  for  our  needs. 

Various  schemes  have  been  submitted  and  are  still  under  consider¬ 
ation  by  the  sub -committee  appointed  to  deal  with  the  question  of 
appropriation,  but  no  definite  line  has  yet  been  adopted.  The  feeling 
does  exist,  however,  that  there  should  be  some  centralisation  of  our 
equipment,  e.g.,  X-ray  plant  and  operation  theatres,  etc.,  instead  of  having 
to  provide  and  equip  these  at  three  separate  institutions,  the  idea  being 
that  one  or  two  should  function  as  convalescent  hospitals  or  as  casualty 
clearing  stations.

9.  MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

The  Council  maintains  a  Maternity  Home  accommodating  16  cases, 
with  a  small  isolation  block  for  2  cases.  During  the  year  198  cases  of 
labour  were  conducted  in  the  Home. 

190  babies  were  born  alive. 

7  babies  were  stillborn. 

1  baby  died  within  ten  days  of  birth. 

3  mothers  died  as  a  result  of  childbirth. 
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One  new  application  for  registration  was  received  during  the  year. 
Three  Maternity  Homes,  two  of  which  are  Nursing  Homes,  are  registered 
in  the  district. 

The  Cameron  Hospital  is  exempt  from  registration  under  the 
Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 


10.  MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

All  cases  of  mothers  dying  in  consequence  of  childbirth  are  fully 
investigated  by  a  Medical  Officer  of  the  Department,  and  a  special  enquiry 
is  made  into  all  cases  of  puerperal  fever  and  puerperal  pyrexia.

11.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS  AND  HOMELESS  CHILDREN. 


The  Public  Assistance  Committee  maintained  two  Homes  during 
the  year5  providing  accommodation  for  30  boys  and  30  girls. 


During  the  year  73  cases  were  in  residence,  of  which  13  were  cases 
chargeable  to  other  authorities. 

No  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers  and  illegitimate 
children. 


12.  INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION,  IF  ANY,  FOR  THE  CARE  OF 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

A  Colony,  providing  accommodation  for  232  cases  of  mental  defic¬ 
iency,  is  maintained  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and  accommodat¬ 
ion  is  provided  for  lower,  medium  and  high  grade  cases.

At  Howbeck  Infirmary,  with  five  maternity  beds  at  their  disposal, 
27  cases  were  treated  with  no  maternal  deaths.  Four  of  the  babies  were 
still-born  and  five  died  within  ten  days  of  birth,  including  two  sets  of 
premature  twins.  There  were  no  cases  of  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal 
pyrexia. 

The  Council  have  an  Insurance  Scheme  whereby  cases  which  would 
in  normal  circumstances  be  attended  by  a  midwife,  can,  for  the  payment 
of  5/-,  insure  themselves  against  all  medical  fees  that  may  arise  in  the  event 
of  a  midwife  calling  in  a  doctor  under  a  medical  aid  note.

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC. 

The  Tuberculosis  Clinics  are  held  at  Mill  House,  Stranton,  and 
occupy  four  rooms  on  the  ground  floor.  Two  sessions  are  held  weekly — 
women  and  children  on  Tuesday  afternoon  and  males  on  Thursday,  whilst 
once  a  month  a  special  clinic  is  devoted  to  school  children. 


The  work  is  rather  hampered  by  the  nature  of  the  accommodation, 
and  the  fact  that  one  of  the  rooms  is  used  as  a  douching  room  for  venereal 
diseases  on  other  evenings  and  does  not  lend  itself  for  a  tuberculosis  clinic. 


No  X-ray  plant  has  so  far  been  provided,  and  in  consequence  we  are 

$ 

called  upon  for  specialist  advice  without  the  aid  of  modern  science  behind 
us.  In  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  such  an  installation 
is  a  sine  qua  non  in  the  success  and  ultimate  utility  of  the  clinic 


No  provision  is  made  for  the  treatment  of  pneumothorax  cases, 
and  these  can  only  be  done  in  sanatorium  or  referred  to  hospitals  in  New¬ 
castle.  These  cases  require  frequent  refills,  with  the  result  that  treatment 
initiated  in  sanatorium  must  inevitably  be  dropped  when  they  return  home. 


Suggestions  put  forward  for  the  improvement  of  this  clinic  have  been 
referred  back  pending  a  report  by  the  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Health 
who  has  visited  the  clinic. 


I  am  not  belittling  the  utility  of  the  present  clinic,  but  feel 
that  with  a  little  extra  outlay  we  should  be  amply  rewarded  in  the  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  sufferers,  and  I  feel  sure  that  we 
should  be  in  a  stronger  position  to  combat  this  trouble,  which  is  only  too 
rife  in  our  borough.

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NON-PULMONABY  TUBERCULOSIS. 


Annual  Return  showing  in  summary  form  the  condition  of  all  patients  whose  case  records  are  in  the  possession 
of  the  dispensary  at  the  end  of  1930,  arranged  according  to  the  years  in  which  the  patients  first  came  under 

Public  Medical  Treatment,  &nd  their  classification  as  shown  on  Form  A. 
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The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  the  total  deaths 
was  9  to  93.  The  cases  wTere  all  investigated  and  satisfactory  replies  were 
received  from  the  practitioners  concerned.  No  cases  of  wilful  neglect 
or  refusal  to  notify  were  encountered. 


No  occasion  arose  for  action  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925  or  under  Section  G2  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1925. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES  CLINICS. 

The  Clinic  for  males  is  held  twice  weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday 
evenings  at  Mill  House,  Stranton.  The  women  patients  are  treated  by  the 
lady  Assistant  Medical  Officer  on  Friday  afternoon,  and  they  attend 
for  douching,  etc.,  on  Wednesday  afternoon.  The  males  attend  for  irri¬ 
gation  every  morning  and  evening. 

The  attendances  have  been  well  maintained  and  the  women’s  section 
under  Dr.  Maclean  has  shown  a  decided  improvement.  I  do  not  interpret 
this  as  an  increase  of  venereal  disease  in  the  borough,  but  as  a  greater 
appreciation  of  the  necessity  and  advisability  on  the  part  of  the  patients, 
of  obtaining  skilled  treatment  and  continuing  attendance  until  a  cure  is 
effected. 


I  think  the  success  of  these  clinics  is  largely  clue  to  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  medical  officers  in  attendance.  They  have  undoubtedly,  by  their 
zeal  and  interest  taken  in  the  individual  cases,  attracted  larger  numbers, 
and  are  making  a  distinct  success  of  this  Department  of  Public  Health. 

The  work  done  at  the  centre  is  shown  in  the  following  tables.

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15.  LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT,  1929. 

The  change  over  of  the  functions  of  the  Guardians  to  the  local 
authority  has,  of  necessity,  been  slow,  and  every  step  taken  has  been 
extremely  guarded. 

In  the  Administrative  Scheme,  the  Council  have  set  out  that  the 
functions  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  so  far  as  they  relate  to 
domiciliary  assistance  in  the  case  of — - 

(a)  The  relief  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  (other  than  that 

in  respect  of  which  a  declaration  under  Clause  3  has  been 
made)  ;  ( vide  infra). 

( b )  The  relief  of  the  blind  and  their  sighted  dependants,  and 

(c)  The  care  of  mentally  defective  persons  subject  to  be  dealt  with 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Acts, 

shall  be  discharged  on  behalf  of  and  subject  to  the  general  direction  and 
control  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  by  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare,  Blind  Persons,  and  Mental  Deficiency  Committees  of  the  Council 
respectively  ;  and  in  the  schedule  declaration  is  made  of  milk  or  other 
food  for  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  children  medically  certified 
to  need  additional  nourishment. 

Clause  3.  Administrative  Scheme. 

Declaration  that  certain  assistance  is  to  be  provided  than 
by  way  of  Poor  Relief. 

(i)  It  is  hereby  declared  that  all  assistance  to  necessitous  persons 
for  which  provision  is  made  in  the  services  set  out  in  the  Schedule 
hereto  shall  be  provided  exclusively  by  virtue  of  the  Act  or  Acts 
under  the  heading  of  which  the  service  is  set  out  and  not  by  way  of 
poor  relief. 

(ii)  Nothing  in  this  Scheme  shall  diminish  or  otherwise  affect  the 
duty  of  the  Council  under  section  34  of  the  Poor  Lav/  Act,  1927, 
to  provide  relief  for  the  poor,  and  if  any  application  for  assistance 
is  made  to  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  or  a  sub -committee 
thereof,  or  to  an  officer  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and 
the  assistance  required  is  assistance  in  respect  of  which  a  declaration 
is  made  under  this  Clause,  the  appropriate  committee  of  the  Council 
shall  forthwith  be  notified  of  the  application,  and  pending  the  decision 
of  that  committee  the  Public  Assistance  Committee  or  sub-committee 
or  officer  shall  render  any  necessary  assistance  either  in  an  institution 
or  otherwise. 
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The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  work  is  almost  entirely  done 
through  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 

The  work  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act  is  done  by  a  special  committee 
of  the  Council  working  in  conjunction  with  a  voluntary  committee. 

The  care  of  the  mentally  defective  persons  is  generally  speaking 
carried  out  by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  of  the  Council,  but  the 
care  and  administration  of  the  Mental  Defective  Colony  at  Howbeck 
Institution  still  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee. 

The  appropriation  of  the  Poor  Law  Hospital  has  never  proceeded 
beyond  the  committee  stage,  and  one  or  two  tentative  schemes  have  been 
brought  forward.  As  opinions  on  the  subject  are  so  varied,  it  is  extremely 
difficult  to  forecast  the  final  decision  of  the  Council,  but  steps  are  being 
made  in  the  direction  of  avoiding  duplication  and  even  triplication  as  at 
present,  in  connection  with  the  three  hospitals  functioning  in  the  area. 
Especially  is  this  the  case  with  operating  theatres  and  equipment,  X-ray 
installations  and  orthopaedic  equipment,  and  the  whole  effort  of  the 
sub-committee  sitting  has  been  to  explore  as  many  avenues  as  possible 
to  see  how  a  saving  may  best  be  effected. 

To  render  the  present  Poor  Law  Hospital  fit  to  function  as  a  general 
hospital  on  comparative  lines  with  the  voluntary  hospitals,  and  to  render 
the  same  or  even  better  facilities  would  entail  a  great  deal  of  expense,  and 
herein  lies  the  real  cause  for  delay  and  contemplation.  The  time  for  spend¬ 
ing  money  never  seems  to  be  opportune,  but  if  by  spending  a  reasonable 
amount  in  the  near  future  we  may  be  able  to  effect  an  ultimate  saving, 
there  is  no  reason  why  any  reliable  hospital  scheme  should  not  be  con¬ 
sidered  and  approved  now,  to  be  adopted  when  the  Council  can  see  their 
way.  In  my  opinion  we  have  the  bulk  of  the  material  on  hand  now,  and 
the  accommodation  in  the  area  is  ample  for  our  own  and  other  needs, 
provided  the  beds  are  properly  allocated  and  the  hospitals  run  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  other  schemes  of  the  local  authority,  e.g.,  Maternity  and 
child  welfare,  tuberculosis,  etc. 

The  greatest  difficulties  as  far  as  I  see  in  hospital  accommodation 
are  the  scarcity  of  beds  for  certified  mental  cases,  the  difficulty  of  placing 
them  anywhere  in  our  area,  and  the  difficulty  in  finding  accommodation 
for  the  mental  cases  in  our  poor  law  institution,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
we  have  a  mental  defective  colony  and  are  a  constituent  party  of  the  Joint 
Board  of  the  Prudhoe  Hall  Colony.

WATER. 

The  water  supply  is  derived  from  deep  wells,  the  property  of  the 
Hartlepools  Gas  and  Water  Company.  The  supply  has  been  ample  and 
the  quality  well  maintained.

SCAVENGING. 

The  removal  of  house  refuse  is  still  carried  out  in  the  main  by 
horse  transport.  The  refuse  is  removed  to  the  Destructor  or  directly  to 
tips  or  farms. 


The  Destructor  having  been  proved  incapable  of  dealing  with  the 
amount  of  refuse  collected,  papers  and  such  like  combustible  materials  are 
sorted  out  and  the  remainder  sent  to  tips  or  arable  land  in  the  near  neigh¬ 
bourhood  to  be  ploughed  in.  This  latter  practice  has  not  proved  a  success, 
and  unless  the  ploughing  is  done  immediately,  nuisances  are  inclined  to 
arise. 


The  present  system  of  open  bins  and  ashpits  which  still  exists  leads 
to  a  considerable  nuisance  in  the  area,  but  powers  have  been  sought  in  the 
new  local  Act,  to  provide  standard  covered  bins,  and  we  hope  in  the  course 
of  a  year  or  so  that  all  the  ashpits  will  be  done  away  with.  During  the 
year  14  ashpits  were  abolished  and  circular  pans  provided. 
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SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  following  tables  give  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during 
the  year.  There  is  ample  scope  for  improvement  in  conditions  here,  but 
with  the  limited  staff  at  our  disposal,  and  the  continued  increase  of  work 
necessitated  by  recent  legislation,  it  has  only  been  possible  to  touch  the 
necessitous  work,  and  in  my  opinion  the  time  is  long  past  when  additional 
staff  should,  in  the  interests  of  the  health  of  the  borough,  be  appointed.

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SCHOOLS. 

A  separate  report  is  issued  dealing  with  this  subject  in  detail,  but 
briefly  the  conditions  of  water  supply,  sanitary  services,  heat,  light  and 
ventilation  are  on  the  whole  satisfactory,  and  no  necessity  to  close  any 
school  for  infectious  disease  arose.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  in¬ 
cidence  of  mumps  caused  a  considerable  drop  in  attendances,  but  the  epi¬ 
demic  was  general,  and  not  confined  to  any  particular  school  or  class,  and 
not  of  serious  import  as  far  as  life  was  concerned.

(6)  HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

1.  General  Observations. 

There  are  approximately  15,374  houses  in  the  borough,  an  increase 
of  123  over  last  year.  During  the  year  36  houses  were  built  by  the 
Corporation  and  87  by  private  owners. 

The  general  type  of  house  in  the  area  is  the  single -tenant  house  with 
living  room  and  two  or  three  bedrooms.  These  are  in  the  vast  majority 
under  forty  to  fifty  years  old,  and  in  a  fair  state  of  repair.  Unfortunately 
owing  to  overcrowding  and  economic  conditions  these  are  all  too  often 
occupied  by  more  than  one  family,  and  in  consequence  a  good  deal  of 
overcrowding  is  present  in  the  borough. 

The  arrangement  of  the  houses  is  generally  speaking  good,  but 
unfortunately  very  little  space  was  left  for  gardens,  etc.  This  is  true  even 
of  a  large  percentage  of  better  class  houses,  a  paved  court  of  10  to  15  feet 
by  8  to  12  feet  being  considered  at  the  time  of  building  sufficient  for  out¬ 
houses,  coal  shed,  wash  house  and  water  closet,  etc. 

These  courts  lead  into  a  back  street,  the  only  place  for  drying  clothes 
etc.,  and  here  one  inevitably  finds  the  dust  man,  the  coal  man,  or  the  rag 
man,  and  apart  from  the  front  street  this  is  the  only  playground  for  children. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  Supply  of  Houses. 

The  Quinquennial  Statement  is  appended  at  the  end  of  this  section, 
and  shows  the  housing  needs  and  proposals  for  the  future. 
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Estimation  of  the  changes  in  population  is  difficult,  as  on  the  one 
hand  we  have  knowledge  of  a  vast  amount  of  over-crowding,  and  a  large 
number  of  applications  for  council  houses,  not  necessarily  all  from  people 
in  overcrowded  conditions  or  from  necessitous  cases,  but  frequently  from 
persons  desiring  a  change,  and  from  this  latter  class  we  can  deduce  the 
ecomonical  and  other  advantages  of  living  in  a  council  house  at  9/-  per 
week,  with  modern  appointments  and  open  surroundings.  Against  this 
we  have  the  knowledge  of  empty  better  class  houses,  an  exodus  to  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  town  for  business  and  employment,  and  an  exodus  from  a  town 
where  unemployment  is  rife  and  trade  conditions  and  outlook  very  black. 

To  provide  suitable  sites  for  building  new  houses,  the  Corporation 
have  been  compelled  to  build  outside  the  area,  but  with  the  proposed 
added  area  in  a  fringe  round  our  town,  the  difficulty  of  finding  suitable 
sites  should  not  be  so  acute  in  the  future. 

3.  Overcrowding. 

The  only  systematic  way  of  ascertaining  accurate  figures  in  this 
vexed  question  is  a  proper  house-to-house  inspection  in  every  street  in 
the  town.  Owing  to  lack  of  sufficient  staff  this  has  so  far  been  impossible, 
but  all  suspected  areas  have  been  visited  and  all  applications  for  Council 
houses  which  savoured  of  overcrowding  were  investigated  ;  but  even  then 
our  facts  are  often  faulty,  as  definite  conditions  and  numbers  are  not 
always  forthcoming,  sometimes  from  fear  of  any  action  that  may  be 
contemplated,  sometimes  from  shame,  and  sometimes  from  financial  rea¬ 
sons. 


However  we  may  argue  about  empty  houses  and  decreasing  pop¬ 
ulation,  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that  there  is  an  insufficiency  of  houses  to 
let  at  a  reasonable  rent,  available  for  these  people.  The  houses  that  are 
empty  are  few  in  number  and  not  houses  suitable  for  the  working  classes, 
unless  they  could  be  considerably  altered  and  let  as  flats. 

All  cases  of  overcrowding  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  are  investigated  and  placed  before  the  Health  Committee,  but  action 
at  the  moment  is  futile  owing  to  the  housing  shortage  and  the  usual 
tale  of  arrears  in  rent,  etc.  They  are  in  many  cases  from  some  points  of 
view  undesirable  tenants,  often  with  little  or  no  furniture  and  a  large 
family,  and  a  question  of  a  rent  of  10/-  or  over  is  entirely  out  of  the  question. 
The  problem  to  be  faced  is  the  housing  of  this  class  at  a  rental  somewhere 
in  the  neighbourhood  of  5/-  or  6/-. 


> 
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4.  Fitness  of  Houses. 

No  difficulty  of  special  note  was  met  with  in  dealing  wdth  housing 
repairs  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  or  under  Section  3  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1925. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  is  maintained  in  every  house  in  the 
town,  and  is  supplied  by  the  Hartlepool  Gas  and  Water  Company.  Only 
occasionally  do  we  meet  with  difficulty  when  the  Company  turn  off  the 
water  on  account  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the  occupier  to  pay  the  water 
rates.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  cases  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the 
Docks  and  Timber  Yards,  all  houses  are  on  the  water  carriage  system  of 
sewage  disposal. 

5.  Unhealthy  Areas. 

Very  few  areas  in  the  town  can  be  described  as  unhealthy,  but  one 
area  which  was  in  our  minds  for  a  clearance  scheme  has  been  purchased 
by  the  Council  for  road  widening  purposes,  and  at  the  moment  of  writing 
the  houses  are  being  demolished. 

Under  the  Housing  Programme  for  the  next  five  years,  an  area  in 
the  Old  Town  has  been  set  aside  for  treatment  as  an  improvement  area, 
but  no  definite  steps  have  so  far  been  taken. 

6.  Bye-Laws  relating  to  Houses,  Houses  let  in  Lodgings,  and  to 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 

Bye-laws  relating  to  houses  let  in  lodgings,  and  tents,  vans  and 
sheds,  are  in  force  in  the  area. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  connection  with  overcrowding 
in  the  former.  Whenever  we  discover  the  circumstances  notice  is  served 
on  the  owner,  who  abates  the  condition.  Unfortunately  sooner  or  later 
we  find  that  they  have  moved  probably  into  worse  conditions.  We  again 
serve  notice,  and  the  unfortunate  party  is  simply  kept  on  the  move  round 
a  vicious  cycle  of  some  thirty  odd  houses,  usually  the  property  of  one 
particular  owner. 

After  one  or  two  experiences  of  this  kind,  the  occupiers  of  these 
houses,  often  paying  extortionate  rents,  often  without  a  rent  book  in  their 
own  keeping,  and  not  knowing  howr  they  stand  as  regards  arrears,  are 
inclined  to  be  chary  of  giving  definite  numbers  as  to  how  many  people 
sleep  in  one  room  or  how  many  are  accommodated  in  the  particular  house. 
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Under  the  Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds  Bye-laws,  it  is  sufficient  to  provide 
water  supply,  ashpan  and  privy  accommodation.  Unfortunately  these 
privies  are  not  always  of  the  best,  and  even  so,  in  close  proximity  to  dwell¬ 
ings  or  in  yards  as  many  of  them  are,  it  is  felt  that  these  may  prove  a 
nuisance,  and  certainly  they  are  not  in  accord  with  modern  ideas.  Addit¬ 
ional  powers  to  deal  with  these  matters  have  been  sought  in  the  local  Act 
now  before  Parliament.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 


There  was  very  little  to  note  of  importance  in  connection  with  the 
commoner  notifiable  diseases.  Scarlet  fever  maintained  its  mild  type, 
and  when  one  compares  the  results  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  with 
present  day  scarlet  fever,  it  is  difficult  to  justify  the  expenses  in  connection 
with  removal  and  isolation.  Diphtheria  showed  a  slight  increase  and  the 
incidence  in  regard  to  age  is  rather  illuminating  and  points  to  the  advisa¬ 
bility  of  considering  seriously  some  immunisation  campaign,  either  in  the 
pre-school  child  or  at  least  in  infant  departments.  Such  a  campaign  if  it  met 
with  the  success  it  deserves  would  go  farm  effecting  an  improvement  in  the 
health  of  the  borough,  and  from  an  economic  and  life  saving  point  of  view, 
the  odds  in  its  favour  as  against  isolation  and  treatment  are  very  heavy. 

Measles,  influenza,  and  whooping  cough,  were  very  slight,  but  the 
incidence  of  mumps  showed  a  very  acute  rise  towards  the  latter  part  of 
the  year,  although  the  disease  itself  was  mild  in  character. 


We  were  entirely  free  from  smallpox  and  encephalitis  lethargica 
during  the  year. 

The  unfortunate  legacy  of  a  fairly  recent  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever 
in  the  borough  has  caused  the  department  much  time  and  anxiety.  From 
an  outbreak  of  such  dimensions  and  such  variety  of  acuteness  it  naturally 
follows  that  several  cases  are  missed  or  unreported.  This  I  feel  sure  has 
been  responsible,  along  with  unrecognised  carriers  in  keeping  this  disease 
going  in  the  district. 


In  sporadic  outbreaks  the  numbers  are  alarming  but  usually  the 
common  source  is  a  matter  of  simplicity  to  elucidate.  I  am  referring  to 
water  or  milk  born  outbreaks,  but  the  occasional  carrier  unrecognised 
can  be  a  source  of  considerable  worry  and  anxiety  to  a  health  department. 


Individual  cases  keep  cropping  up  every  now  and  then,  and  despite 
hours  of  search  and  investigation,  no  common  source  seems  forthcoming. 

Individual  cases  are  followed  up  as  far  as  we  can  until  we  get  some 
sort  of  tangible  clue,  but  I  must  confess  that  in  quite  a  number  of  cases 
either  from  lapse  of  time  or  from  the  very  vague  and  indefinite  answers 
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we  get  to  our  questions  we  have  so  far  been  beaten.  I  give  below  a  type  of 
investigation  which  we  carried  out  running  back  over  six  months 
in  the  form  of  a  genealogical  table,  and  which  the  department 
were  fortunate  in  picking  up  before  it  developed  to  any  alarming  extent, 
but  it  must  be  realised  that  after  a  period  of  six  months  or  so,  the  further 
one  goes  back,  the  more  unreliable  and  un-get-at-able  the  information. 
In  other  words,  we  could  not  get  any  further  than  the  original  case  in  the 
series,  and  have  no  idea  how  or  whence  it  came. 

In  subsequent  cases,  unconnected  as  far  as  we  can  make  out  with 
this  series,  it  has  been  borne  on  us  that  in  a  certain  area  of  the  town  we 
have  to  be  constantly  on  the  w^atch  and  constantly  suspicious  of  any  serious 
illness.  We  know,  for  example,  that  it  is  dangerous  for  children  or  adults 
to  play  in  the  area  immediately  surrounding  the  outfall  sewer  at  Seaton 
Carew.  Notice  to  this  effect  is  placed  on  the  foreshore  at  Seaton  Carew, 
but  unfortunately  very  little  attention  is  paid  to  this,  and  again  I  should 
repeat  that  the  eating  and  even  handling  of  shell  fish  gathered  in  certain 
areas  at  the  Tees  mouth,  on  account  of  sewage  pollution  are  dangerous  to 
health. 


I  have  recently  investigated  this  area,  and  find  that  a  notice  board 
which  stood  there  some  years  ago  could  no  longer  be  found,  and  that  in 
spite  of  warnings  and  an  outbreak  traced  to  this  source,  I  believe,  five  or 
six  years  ago,  that  people  from  this  town  make  a  regular  habit  of  collecting 
winkles,  etc.,  from  this  very  area  for  sale  or  consumption  in  the  borough. 


I  do  not  wish  to  injure  any  trade,  but  I  should  like  to  point  out 
that  although  they  may  be  rendered  harmless  by  boiling,  they  may  be 
highly  dangerous  even  to  handle  before  boiling,  for  in  a  large  proportion 
of  actual  cases,  it  is  not  the  ingestion  of  putrid  food  that  causes  the  disease, 
but  the  handling  of  articles  of  food  or  clothes  by  sufferers,  or  handling  of 
infected  articles  by  innocent  people  that  brings  on  the  disease,  the  germs 
being  conveyed  sooner  or  later  to  the  mouth  by  the  hands. 


I  throw  out  these  facts  as  a  warning,  and  hope  that  support  may 
be  forthcoming  from  the  people  themselves,  when  a  little  more  care  is  taken 
in  the  collection  of  food  and  delicacies.  I  feel  that,  with  the  continued 
prevalence  of  single  cases,  unrecognised  perhaps,  or  not  tied  down  to  a 
definite  source,  that  we  are  living  on  the  edge  of  a  volcano. 


Suspicious  Contacts  in  C.  Hospital.  The  figures  denote  the  order  of 

tracing  and  subsequent  notification. 

Contact  died  with  Typhoid  Fever  (Probationer  Nurse). 

Male  attendant  ill  with  Typhoid  Fever. 
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REPORT  ON  OUTBREAK  OF  TYPHOID  FEVER, 

On  January  10th  my  attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  a  child 
was  admitted  to  Howbeck  Hospital  suffering  from  Pneumonia  and  that 
another  case  of  the  same  name  and  address  had  died  of  Pneumonia  in  the 
Cameron  Hospital  on  the  31st  December,  f930. 

I  sent  the  Health  Visitor  Who  tloes  pneumonia  visiting  to  make  a 
few  discreet  enquiries  as  to  the  family  history  and  any  suspicious  illnesses 
or  anything  which  would  point  to  a  missed  typhoid  case. 

We  had  had  a  quiescent  period  of  3  months  since  the  k  st  case  and 
I  feared  that  we  might  be  missing  some  cases. 

The  nurse’s  report  was  extremely  enlightening  and  showed  a  history 
of  pneumonias  and  three  deaths  running  throughout  the  family  and 
numbering  about  a  dozen. 

I  telephoned  Howbeck  Hospital,  where  three  of  the  cases  were,  and 
asked  them  to  do  a  blood  test,  this  came  back  positive,  confirming  my 
worst  suspicions. 

Some  of  the  cases  had  been  ill  and  recovered,  and  by  means  of  blood 
tests  I  carried  a  positive  chain  back  to  July  last,  when  I  ran  up  against 
what  has  proved  to  be  the  original  case  in  this  series,  but  further  back 
I  have  been  unable,  so  far,  to  trace,  as  the  first  case  that  in  my  opinion 
died  of  Typhoid  Fever,  was  diagnosed  pneumonia.  We  have  no  means 
of  confirming  the  cause  of  death  beyond  the  unfortunate  trail  left  behind. 

The  following  list  shows  the  family  connections  dating  from  July, 
1930  : — 

Mr.  L.  Died  of  Acute  Lobar  Pneumonia  on  July  7th. 

Mrs.  L.  was  ill  with  nervous  debility  from  July  to  December  and  showed 
on  investigation  to  have  a  positive  blood. 

Mrs.  C.  daughter  of  Mrs.  L.  went  to  nurse  her  mother  and  about  end 
of  September  took  illness  lasting  3  weeks  and  died  on  7th  Nov. 
with  Lobar  Pneumonia. 

Her  son,  aged  9,  was  removed  to  Howbeck  on  9th  December  with  Pneumonia 
He  is  still  in  hospital  and  has  a  positive  blood. 

Mr.  L.  (husband)  and  the  other  3  children  are  all  well. 
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Mrs.  M.  daughter  of  Mrs.  L.  also  helped  in  nursing.  Took  ill  on  November 
9th  and  was  removed  to  Howbeck  Hospital  with  Pneumonia, 
She  recovered  and  was  discharged.  She  had  a  positive 
blood  reaction  for  Typhoid  Fever. 

Her  son,  took  ill  14  days  after  his  mother  was  removed  to  hospital.  He 
is  at  present  in  Howbeck  recovered,  and  has  a  positive  blood  re¬ 
action. 

A  Son,  William,  aged  18,  was  removed  to  Cameron  Hospital  on  Dec. 

23rd  suffering  from  atypical  pneumonia.  He  died  on  Dec. 
31st. 

Gladys,  a  daughter  aged  12,  took  ill  on  January  5th,  and  was  removed 
to  Howbeck  Hospital  on  the  8th  January.  She  was  notified 
as  Pneumonia. 

This  is  the  case  which  gave  rise  to  suspicion.  She  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever  and  had  a  positive  blood. 
She  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Mr.  M.  the  husband,  had  attended  his  doctor  with  a  cold  and  was 
ordered  to  go  to  bed  and  to  rest.  He  gave  a  positive  blood 
test  and  was  removed  to  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  other  members  of  this  family  are  well  so  far. 

Mrs.  S.  another  daughter  of  Mrs.  L.  and  her  husband  had  no  history  of 
illness,  but  a  daughter  in  Howbeck  with  cold  and  T.  B.  Hip  was 
found  to  give  a  positive  reaction. 

Mrs.  Lx.  another  daughter  of  Mrs.  L.  was  feeling  seedy  and  out-of-sorts 
but  was  recovering.  Her  blood  gave  a  positive  reaction  to 
Typhoid  Fever. 

Mr.  Lx.  her  husband  had  a  history  of  three  weeks  illness  attended  by 
doctor  but  his  blood  gave  a  negative  result. 

Mary,  a  child  of  Mrs.  Lx.  had  been  removed  to  Hospital.  She  had  an 
operation  and  developed  broncho -pneumonia  but  was  recovering. 
Her  blood  was  positive  to  Typhoid  so  she  was  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Two  other  members  of  the  “  L.”  family — a  Male  and  a 
Female — not  living  in  the  district,  are  both  reported  well. 


There  are  two  suspicious  contacts  with  Cameron  Hospital  cases. 
Their  bloods  on  account  of  Army  inoculation  were  inconclusive.  They 
have  been  isolated  and  are  being  kept  under  observation. 

In  Howbeck  Hospital  a  Probationer  Nurse  took  ill  with  undoubted 
Typhoid  Fever.  I  visited  this  case  and  agreed  with  the  diagnosis.  She 
ran  a  very  rapid  downhill  course  and  died  of  haemorrhage  21st  January.

A  male  ward  attendant  I  saw  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
is  now  acutely  ill. 

The  accompanying  diagram  shows  more  clearly  the  relationship 
and  the  numbers  refer  to  the  order  of  procedure  in  tracing  the  cases  back, 
needless  to  say,  some  of  these  were  done  on  the  same  day  and  some  the 
following  days  as  we  compiled  further  information. 

The  only  connection  I  have  been  able  to  trace  between  this  series 
and  any  previous  cases,  was  the  fact  that  a  single  isolated  case  occurring 
in  October  worked  in  a  wagon  repair  works,  as  also  did  Mr.  L.  this  ‘fans 
et  origo  ’  of  the  present  series.  But  he  took  ill  in  June  and  died  in  July 
so  there  is  some  missing  link  in  the  connection  or  some  carrier  associated 
with  the  works  somehow, whom  so  far  I  have  not  been  able  to  put  my  finger 
on.  I  was  supplied  with  a  list  of  employees  numbering  114,  and  all  who 
have  been  off  ill  or  with  a  history  of  previous  illness,  but  at  the  moment 
of  writing  no  definite  source  has  been  found. 

In  connection  with  the  treatment  of  infectious  disease,  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  a  definite  step  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  the  long  promised 
Isolation  Hospital  and  perhaps  before  the  writing  of  another  report  the 
building  will  be  completed. 

No  use  has  been  made  in  the  area  of  the  Schick  and  Hick  Tests  for 
diagnostic  or  immunisation  purposes,  and  no  vaccinations  under  the  Public 
Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regulations  1917,  were  carried  out  by  this 
Department. 

We  were  comparatively  free  from  influenza,  but  the  pneumonia 
incidence  still  remains  high.  The  prevalence  of  non -notifiable  disease 
I  have  reported  on  more  fully  in  the  report  of  the  School  Medical  Services 
to  the  Education  Committee. 

Arrangements  are  made  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons 
and  their  belongings,  in  a  building  adjoining  the  Disinfector.  No  persons 
were  cleansed,  but  the  number  of  articles,  etc.,  disinfected  in  our  Cleansing 
Station  is  reported  on  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Routine  disinfection  of  premises  by  fumigation  and  spraying  is 
carried  out  before  a  clearance  certificate  is  given  in  all  cases  of  notifiable 
diseases,  and  in  certain  other  cases  where  the  Department  deem  it  advis¬ 
able. 
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A  Rat  Week  was  held  in  the  Borough  during  October  and  bait  was 
supplied  free  from  this  Department  under  the  supervision  of  the  staff, 
and  very  favourable  results  were  reported. 

In  connection  with  Cancer,  I  met  the  members  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  British  Medical  Association,  and  they  undertook  voluntary  noti¬ 
fication.  This  has  unfortunately  been  more  observed  in  the  breach  than 
otherwise,  and  has  practically  proved  valueless.

PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS. 

No  action  under  Section  66  of  the  Public  Health  (Amendment) 
Act,  1925  was  taken  during  the  year. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  were  11  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  during  the  year. 
Of  these,  four  were  treated  in  Hospital.  One  case  treated  at  home  died 
of  some  intercurrent  disease.  The  remainder  recovered  with  no  impair¬ 
ment  of  vision. 

HEALTH  PROPAGANDA. 

No  special  week  was  set  aside  for  propaganda  during  1930,  but 
the  medical  staff  of  the  department  have  each  on  several  occasions  delivered 
health  talks  to  various  societies  and  meetings  throughout  the  town. 

A  monthly  article  on  some  appropriate  subject  was  submitted  in 
Better  Health  ”  throughout  the  year  by  the  medical  and  sanitary  staff 
of  the  department.  Copies  of  this  periodical  are  circulated  in  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  Schools,  and  appeals  have  been  made  to 
the  department  for  additional  supplies,  such  is  its  popularity.  These  we 
hope  to  be  able  to  supply  towards  the  end  of  the  year.
